waiting to be eaten; clothing and trinkets lying about in profusion, 
and everything denoting a sudden stampede. The camp was most 
luxuriously furnished. The tents were of the best pattern, and the 
officers’ quarters were supplied with featherbeds, and superior 


trunks well filled with good clothing, all betokening unusual com- 
fort for the soldiers’ life.”* 


O’Brien noted that “The camp was well provided and amply furnished; 
the officers quarters even possessing a piano. They abandoned tents and 
equipage, arms and ammunition, food and everything else; and the Ninth 
loaded the transport with as much as they could carry back to the island.” 

The newsman with the troops recorded:

“A number of cavalry-horses were shot because they could not be 
brought off. A handsome silk State flag, which had been presented 
to the Third Mississippi regiment, by the ladies of Harrison County, 
was captured by the Ninth regiment, and brought off as a trophy." 
As the regiment marched through the town, one of the ladies 
bemoaned its loss, weeping profusely. She said she didn’t think the 
Southern soldiers were cowards; but she couldn't see how they could 
allow that flag to be taken. She had helped make it.”°° 


Lieut. O’Brien discovered Mellon's unsent telegram in the colonel’s tent 
and also “found a number of silk dresses, giving the idea that a lady, 
probably the Colonel's wife, had been sharing his camp-life.”** The Yan- 
kees, heavily laden with their loot, returned to their boats by candlelight 
after torching everything that could not be carried off. “The Camp was in 
a full blase as the Sun went down,” Col. Cahill remembered, “and darkness 
was settling on the thick Pine Woods as the Recall was sounded from 
Captain Wrights Bugle.” 

One Connecticut Irishman remarked that the regiment, “returned to the

island in high spirits, bearing among their trophies sundry wrought-iron 
: bowie knives (one of them marked Yankee exterminator’) and a beautiful 
i silk flag (of the Third Mississippi), carried off in spite of the tearful 
7 protestations of the fair rebels who made it.”* The flag was one of the first 
captured during the war and it was sent North to be exhibited in the great 
Sanitary Fair in New York City. To the Third Regiment went the ignoble 
' recognition of being one of the first Mississippi regiments to lose a stand of 
L colors on the field of battle.

The heavily painted magnolia blossom had cracked and began 
falling off the silken banner soon after its capture. 


Col. Deason had failed as a field commander in his first and last encounter 
with the enemy as colonel of the Third. He had divided his force in the face 
of the Union move and lost his Pass Christian umbilical cord with New 
Orleans as a consequence. His command at Handsboro was now isolated 
and forced to retreat without having met the enemy. Maj. Gen. Lovell 
reported to Richmond officials twelve days later that “Our men finding 


themselves greatly overmatched and outflanked retreated without loss of 
life to Gainesville. ”*
